Five miles of telegraph poles were blown 
down on the Mobile & Ohio Railway. It is 
impossible to tell the extent of the damage 
south of here, but t is believed to be very 
great. 

The storm struck this jJocality at 8:30 a. 
m. There wes a terrific wind and rain. 
The opera-house and Union Depot were un- 
roofed, numbers of trees destroyed and 
signs blown down, but no houses destroyed 
or lives lost in the city. 

The ferrybeat Katharine was capsized at 
the mouth of the Ohio, drowning all on 
board but the Captain, engineer and clerk. 

As near as can be learned the dead num- 
ber thirteen, among them Capt. Ritten- 
house, superintendent of the ferry company, 
Dr. Orr’s two daughters and Richard Thur- 
man of Wickliffe, and Charles Gilhoffer, a 
merchant of this city. 

Only three bodies, those of Thurman, Miss 
Orr and a deck hand, have been recovered. 
A tug is searching for the others. Busi- 
ness in the city is practically at a stand- 
still. 

The storm came up very suddenly from 
the northwest. The ferryboat had just 
started from Cairo and was still in the Ohio 


River and near the Illinols shore. The 
rain was very heavy and the people were 
all in the 1 irn the doors shut.

The Mother Drewned Her Children in

The telegram came to the Sheriff and was 
received by Acting Sheriff F. M: Wool- 
dridge. It read: — — +4 

“Three children and a woman murdered. 
Bring Coroner and come quick.” 

Another message was received by Runnen- 
berger Bros., undertakers, designating the 
victims as Mrs. M. Frost and three chil- 
dren. This last was sent by H. H. John- 
son. J

Reports Progress. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May %.—Prof. T. 
D. Seymour of Yale has received a letter 
dated May 5 from R. B. Richardson, Direc- 
tor of the American School at Athens, who 
is conducting the excavations at Corinth.

We have found graves with a dozen or 
more vases of a very ancient style, some of

The Director of the American Schoel 
Reports Progress. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May %.—Prof. T. 
D. Seymour of Yale has received a letter 
dated May 6 from R. B. Richardson, Direc- 
tor of the American School at Athens, who 
is conducting the excavations at Corinth.

We have found graves with a dozen or

PROBABLY DIDN’T SAY IT, 


National Committeeman Prather Will 
Probably Net Be Deposed, but 
He Must Show His Hand. 


The more conservative element of the Chi-

If, at the proposed meeting of the dele- 
gation in St. Louis, Col. Prather acknowl- 
edges that he does not intend to respect the 
instructions of the State Convention, the 
delegates could accomplish the purpose of 
the resolution in the way suggested by Mr. 
Shewalter, it is thought, by declaring Col. 
Prather no longer the representative of the 
Missouri Democracy in the National Com- 
mittee and electing as his successor some 
one who would regard the party’s will su- 
perior to his personal preferences or views. 

It is considered hardly probable that the 
National Committee would countenance 
the action of the delegation by admitting 
to membership the man it elected to suc- 
ceed Col. Prather, but even if it did not 
the opportunity would be afforded the Mis- 
sourl Democracy to formally present its 
earnest protest against foisting upon the 
convention at Chicago as temporary chair-

the party at home. 

This protest would thus reach the ears of 
all the delegates from the other States and 
the Missourians might in this manner en- 
gender such active antagonism to the Na- 
tional Committee’s fixed design to throttle 
the voice of the overwhelmingly free silver 
element at Chicago, which now seems as- 
sured, that the convention would take mat- 
ters in its own hands at the start, refuse to 
accept the temporary chairman named by 
the National Committee and ‘a@lect to the 
important position a 16 ta 1 free silver ex- 
ponent. 


Delegate Shewalter was interviewed by 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent at his 
home in Lexington, Mo., and thus expressed 
himself on his own proposition, as well as 
that of National Chairman Wm.

J don’t think that Mr. ov 21 made the 
foolish statement attributed to him. He is 
not a fool, nor did I ever hear of his 
being intoxicated. If he made the state- 
ment, which I do not believe, he was either 
drunk or ts a fool. 

The delegates to the National Convention 
represent the sovereign people; that is, the 
Democrats of a State in the Union, 
especially from a Democratic standpoint, 
it is too absurd for serious consideration 
that the Chairman of a committee, or the 
whole committee, can lay dowr terms and 
conditions upon which the delegates can 
be admitted to the convention.

NEW BLECTRIC ROAD. 


It Will Cennect St. Louis, St. Charles 
and Greve Coeur Lake. 


Communication by electric railway be- 
tween St. Louis, Creve Coeur Lake and St. 
Charles will be established by next fall. 
The enterprise is backed by the Midland 


Street Railway Company, which already 
operates an electric road from the inter- 
section of the St. Louis and Suburban with 
Page avenue, to Hanley road. 

Following the completion of the road ex- 
tensive improvements will be commenced 
at Creve Coeur Lake, including the erec- 
tion of a handsome hotel and club house. 
It is proposed to make Creve Coeur Lake 
a popular near-by summer resort for St. 
Louisians. 

A survey of the proposed route of the 
new road has been completed. Tuesday the 
work of staking the track was commenced. 
According to Secretary George Kingsland 
of the Midland Street Railway Company, 
part of the road will be in operation within 
sixty days. At first it will be operated as 
a single track road, thirteen miles to Creve 
Coeur Lake and thirteen to St. Charles. 
Within.a year the company hopes to hav 
a double track. 

The cost of the extension, according t 
Mr. Kingsland, including equipment and th 
power-house, will be about $200,000. Tha 
amount is at hand and contracts for th 
actual work of construction are being nego 
tiated. County Surveyor Rapp of St. Louis
